SEED 

During  the  years  of  constant  growth,  nursery 
officials  have  adhered  to  the  original  purpose  of

raising  trees  of  superior  quality.  Aside  from  lo¬ 
cation  and  care  much  of  their  success  is  attrib¬ 
uted  to  careful  choice  of  seed.  Special  care  is 
taken  to  secure  Northern  grown  seed,  and  we 
demand  of  our  seed  dealers  that  the  seed  be  cer¬ 
tified  as  to  origin  so  that  our  stock  may  be  true 
to  name. 

We  maintain  at  Berlin,  New  Hampshire,  a 
complete  seed  extracting  plant  where  seed  is  ex¬ 
tracted  from  cones  with  a  minimum  of  heat,  and 
correctly  stored  until  used.  A  feature  inaugu¬ 
rated  at  this  plant  was  a  scientific  testing  system. 
This  test  shows  the  purity  and  germinative  qual¬ 
ity  of  every  lot  of  seed,  and  avoids  over-crowd¬ 
ing  or  barren  areas  in  the  seed  beds. 

SEED  SERVICE 

Many  state  and  commercial  nurseries  find  this 
feature  valuable,  and  send  their  seed  to  us  for 
testing  at  a  small  charge.  Still  more  prefer  to  buy 
their  seed  direct  for  this  feature  in  connection 
with  our  certification  as  to  origin.  They  know 
that  seed  from  a  climate  equal  or  colder  than 
our  own  tends  to  bring  more  hardier  trees. 
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If  you  would  like  to  raise  trees  from  seed, 
send  for  information  to  our  Forestry  Division  at 
Berlin,  New  Hampshire.
